Officials in dicated the bombin g mission s are likely to. con 
tin ue— p robably on a daily basis if weather p erm its—lon g p ast 
the Jun e 30 p ullout deadlin e for American troop s. 
The White House declin ed to say whether an y limitation s 
have been p laced on the aircraft. 
On e official con ceded the flig hts could in directly help Cam 
bodian forces. If American p lan es bombed routes used to sup 
p ly Commun ist forces fig htin g Cambodian s, the official said, 
the Cambodian s would ben efit from the attacks. 
However, he in sisted* the chief p urp ose of the attacks is to 
in terdict sup p ly lin es an d n ot p rovide air sup p ort for Cam- 
bodan forces.

N.Y. (AP) - About 
a million Democrats were ex ­ 
p ected to turn out for today ’s 
statewide p rim ary election to 
decide the course of Arthur J.

Goldberg , the former U.S. Su­ 
p rem e Court justice, was rated 
the favorite in a closer-than -ex - 
p ected con test with million aire 
in dustrialist Howard J. Samuels

n omin ation . 
The win n er will take on Re­ 
p ublican Gov. Nelson A. Rocke­ 
feller. who will be seekin g a 
fourth term in the November 
election .

By con trast, the Democrats

The comparison is n ot in appropriate 
sin ce the Presiden t himself, in his ad­ 
dress to the n ation on the state of the 
econ omy , lik en ed his admin istration 's 
in flation -cu rbin g man eu v ers to brin g­ 
in g a boat in to dock . It is a delicate, 
gin gerly operation . 
Noted econ omist Milton Friedman 
u sed 
an other simile recen tly in de­ 
scribin g the same process. 
“ Those who complain that prices are 
still risin g are lik e the man who be­ 
liev es he shou ld be able to stop a speed­ 
in g car on a dime — withou t goin g 
throu gh the win dshield.” 
Yet it is sometimes n ecessary to 
leav e a little ru bber on the road if a 
catastrophe is to be av erted. 
On e slips in to the u se of metaphors 
when discu ssin g econ omics becau se it 
is su ch a slippery su bject. For ev ery 
ex pert who holds on e opin ion , there 
are alway s two others, equ ally qu ali­ 
fied. who hold a con trary opin ion .
